I have been expecting to pay you @ visit this Spring but 
the present prospect is that I cannot go until May and perhaps 
later. I regret the delay for I would like to go over the 
situation in detail with you personally. Letters are a poor 
substitute, where many particulars are to he considered, for 
face to face Sigchdetor, Since my roturn to the Bureau I have 
been quite closely occupied with matters here and at Philadelphia, 
and have not given much attention to you, my policy being to 
postpone everything until I saw you. 

I always considered that the San Francisco Mint was as well 
officered and efficiently menagéed as any institution in the ser~ 
vice, and I have no doubt your force is as faithful and capable now 
as that of amy other institution. On account of the distance of 
thie. Mant ‘from the Bureau, however, whatever experimental change 
in the aiiaieepaiin of operation were determined wpon have naturally 
been put into effect at Philedelphia or at Denver first. ‘The 
latter has been a new Mint and in equipping it we attempted to 
make everything thoroughly up to d&te. The electrolytic process 
of refining was originally developed at Philadelphia, then installed 
a apace. and finally at San Franciseo. I am satisfied that nowhere # 
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is this process being os intelligently or efficiently handled 
than in the San Prancisco Mint. The automatic weighing suicides 
were first developed in Philadelphic, but if I understand the 
situation clearly are now being satisfactorily operated in San 
Francisco. I believe we have had no adverse reporss upon them 
‘gince you reported the successful test last fall. Incidentally 

jet me ape tet I wowld like to havo a letter from you upon the 
operation of these machines, advising me how they have been working, 
to what extent you have discontinued hand weighing, and just wheat check 
upon the machine weighing you have maintedned: 

T am aware that certain prejudices and opposition must be over
